Guards on Right of Way 
JEFFERSO N CITY, April 6.—The 
unusual excess of rainfall within the 
last three weeks has caused the Mis­ 
souri Pacific railroad to place guards 
along its right of way between Jef­ 
ferson City and St. Louis to maintain 
a watch against landslides from the 
bluffs of the Missouri river in places 
where the track runs 
between 
the 
river 
and its 
bundred-foot 
high 
bluffs. 
Last week a 
locomotive 
crashed 
into a 100-foot slide near Boles, Mo., 
half way between this city and 
St. 
Louis, derailing several coaches and 
sending the engine 
into the 
river 
The engineer escaped with slight in­ 
juries. 
Twenty-four men have 
been 
sta­ 
tioned along sharp curves 
in 
the 
right-of-way and are assigned to cer­ 
tain districts which they are to pa­ 
trol. 
Heavy rains 
recently 
have 
loosened dirt and large slabs of rock 
along the bluffs and have caused the 
swollen river to cut*into the embank­ 
ments endangering trackage between 
I the river and the bluffs. 
The Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railroad has been especially hard hit 
by undercutting and landslides 
as 
well as portions of the track being 
inundated along branch lines. 
No 
wrecks have occurred on the 
road 
although considerable delay has been 
experienced and in some cases it was 
necessary to cancel trains temporar­ 
ily. 
Missouri Pacific 
officials 
believe 
that in establishing 
the 
patrol sy­ 
stem along the line 
to 
St. 
Ixmis, 
which follow s the river in a series of 
sharp curves the greater part of the 
distance, that danger of wrecks has 
been materially lessened.

NEW YORK. April 6.—Recogni­ 
tion of the changed status of women 
by striking from the Episcopal m ar­ 
riage ceremony the promise to obey 
and eliminate the compulsory giv­ 
ing in marriage was proposed by 
the Commission on Revision of the 
Book of Common brayer in a re­ 
port made public last night. 
Gaining equal rights with men In 
their marraige vows, however, the 
women would lose a special privi­ 
lege now accorded them. 
For the proposal to change the 
ceremony also provides for sri ic­ 
ing out the bridegroom’s pledge, 
“With all my worldly goods I thee 
endow.” 
The commission’s report, propos­ 
ing more than 230 alterations and 
the inclusions or Reven entirely new 
offices, or forms of worship, will be 
submitted the triennial general con­ 
vention of the church at Portland, 
Ore., in Septemoer. 
Six pages of the 230-page report 
are devoted to the proposed changes 
in the marraige ceremony, the first 
hint of the breadth of the revision 
appearing in the following: 
“Make the promise of the man 
and of the woman identical in form. 
" ’Wilt thou love him, 
comfort 
him. honor, and keep him in sick­ 
ness and in health: and, forsaking 
all others, keep thee only unto him, 
as long as ye both shall live?’ ** 
At present the woman promises 
to “obey” and “serve.* 
The next change, eliminating the 
compulsory giving of a woman in 
marriage, would make it possible 
for the clergyman to omit, “who 
giveth this woman to be married to 
this man?” and would provide for 
the singing of a hymn or anthem 
at this point. 
The report 
continues: 
“Amend 
the sentence in regard to the ring 
by mitring the words 'and with all 
my worldly goods I thee endow.” 
This charge would make the ring 
pledge of the 
bridegroom 
read: 
“With this ring I thee wed. in the 
name of the Father, and the Son, 
arid of the Holy Ghost, amen.’* 
“Bless. O Ivord, this ring, that she 
who wears it may abide 
in 
thy 
peace, and continue in thy favor, 
unto her life's end: through Jesus 
Christ, our Lord, amen.”

D ID N T G O F A R E N O U G H . 


Warning was sounded in the house of 
representatives yesterday, during the dis­ 


cussion of the bill providing 
that 
aliens 
found guilty of violating the prohibition 
law should be deported, that advocates of 
the strict enforcement of the law were 
going too far in demanding so drastic a 
penalty for a crime 
that, 
under the stat­ 
utes, could only be punished by a fine and 
imprisonment in a county jail. 
That may be as it is, nevertheless one can 
not escape the 
conviction 
that the bill, 
which, after debate passed the house, is a 
step in the right direction. Inded it might 
be carried further and provide that aliens 
violating any law should, either before or 
after paying statutory penalty, be sent to 
the country from whence they came and 
barred forever from returning to the Unit­ 
ed States. 
This country has been entirel} too lax 
in its treatment 
of foreigners 
taking up 
residence here, refusing to become natural­ 
ized and eventually 
becoming 
criminals, 
and it is really time to take cognizance of 
the situation and enact laws that will bring 
about a change. 
Deportation probably is 
the best weapon with which to handle the 
problem. 
We all know that in the large 
cities the leaders, and, indeed a majority of 
lesser lights in the criminal world are for­ 
eigners, most of them unnaturalized or sons 
of unnaturalized fathers. It seems to be an 
uncontradicted fact that the kings of the 
bootleggers are aliens and that very many 
of these have made tremendous fortunes in 
the illicit traffic. 
Nearly all big bank holdups and mail 
robberies of recent years were the result of 
alien leadership and, for 
the 
most part, 
alien participation. 
It may be taken for granted that when a 
foreigners comes to the United States, if 
his intentions are to become a law abiding 
resident of the country, he will gladly and 
eagerly embrace citizenship, but if he re­ 
fuses to do this it requires no stretch of the 
imagination to believe 
his 
intentions are 
sinister. 
If, then, he proves this true by 
participation in crime, even though that 
crime carry but a jail sentence, the best 
thing to do is to load him on the first ship 
bound for his native land with strict in­ 
junction never to return and to provide 
that that injunction shall be carried into ef­ 
fect by all the force at the nation's com­ 
mand. 
No, in passing this bill the lower house 
of congress did not go too far, it simply did 
not go far enough. 
The penalty should not 
apply to the one crime of bootleggers but 
to all crimes of whatever nature as well.

He has been of little or no 
assistance to the administration in any of 
its dealings with congress since Mr. Hard­ 
ing became president, Not only in regard 
to international affairs, but also in regard 
to measures of domestic import the lack of 
leadership in the senate has become notor­ 
ious. 
This could certainly not be the case 
if Mr. Lodge w*ere the mighty leader that 
some believe him to be. 
“Massachusetts,” says the Tribune, “has 
no other candidate so w*ell qualified as Mr. 
Lodge.” 
Massachusetts 
could,

would, find several hundred candidates far 
better qualified than he. Leaving his record 
out of it altogether, Mr. Lodge is no longer 
an effective force, and since the country 
needs able men in this trying period, he 
should be retired.

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“FARMERS FAIR" BE 
HELD AT COLUMBIA 


By Associated Press. 
COLUMBIA. MO., April 6.—Four 
hundred University of Missouri stu­ 
dents who have been larxM-ng during 
spare hours lor the last three weeks, 
will present Friday morning 
to Co­ 
lumbia. its 5000 students and hun­ 
dreds of visitors from ail over 
the 
state, the 1922 
farmers' 
fair, “the 
greatest student stunt in America.” 
The annual student frolic has be 
come a gala day not only to the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri’s 3600 men and 
women and the women students of 
Stephens and Christian colleges, but 
to out-of-tow’n visitors as well. 
The 
attendance has registered as high as 
12,000, 
although 
the 
1920 
census 
gives Columbia a population of less 
than 11,000 persons. 
A parade, which in late years has 
been a mile long, makes its appear­ 
ance in the 
morning 
with 
floats, 
many of them beautiful presentations 
of artistic talent and others repre­ 
sentations of collegiate take-offs on 
current events and university cele­ 
brities. 
In the afternoon the fair itself 1s | 
opened. Fifty or more booths, cover­ 
ing four acres of space on the uni­ 
versity farm, house and frolic. 
The 
largest shows with one and two hour 
performances play to packed houses 
in several university buildings con­ 
verted into temporary theatres. 
Into the making of the fair each 
year is thrown approximately $3000 
and the unpaid labor, ingenuity and 
talent of 300 or 400 men and women 
students in the college of agriculture 
and home economics department. 
The entire student body of the col­ 
lege of agriculture Is divided into 
forty-five committees r * from six to j 
ten persons on each committee. 
The scope of the event, which is 
managed entirely by students, is pos­ 
sibly best shown »n the following 
list of committees:
